Robotics, animation, electronics, 
nuclear power, and biomedical 
research—Japan is leading the world in 
technology, but there’s another way 
that the Japanese has been expressing 
their creativity since ages past. That is, 
Japan's art industry continues to thrive 
and explore every nook and corner of 
their imagination. 


Influenced by Shintoism and 
Buddhism, Japanese art of the past 
shows a strong attachment to nature. 
Thus, most of the arts that they 
produce reflect the soft caress of the 
wind, the light whisper of the flowing 
river, and the gentle presence of 
animals in their surroundings linked to 
the spirits. Another external source of 
inspiration comes from the Western 
and neighboring Asian cultures. As 
obvious by the similarities of the 
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written characters of Chinese and 
Japanese, these two shared some 
perspectives in viewing and creating 
art. Still, much of the strength of 
Japanese art lies when it closed its 
doors to the influence of the world for 
two centuries beginning the 17th 
century. This act enabled them to 
concentrate on their inner view of their 
small nation, peering into their daily 
lives with much interest. 


Not only did the Japanese excel in 
arts on scrolls of paper and wood 
through painting and calligraphy but 
also on other materials such as plants 
which would lead us to the art of 
growing bonsais, which are miniature 
trees are grown in a pot to fit the 
aesthetic framework, and ikebana or 
flower arrangement. In addition to 
these plants are the kimonos weaved 


weaved and painted with intricate 
details of certain natural elements that 
symbolize a deeper meaning in the 
tranquil quality of their livelihoods. On 
another note, the Japanese also 
produced potteries, sculptures, 
literature, music, and: theatrical 
performances, all of which possess a 
unique depiction of life and culture of 
Japan during the past. 


Fast forward into the modern times, 
the art industry of Japan saw through 
the functions of computers and used 
them to create 2D and 3D animations 
of its comic illustrations more 
commonly known as mangas into 
animé. While many of the art forms of 
Japan remain alive and some 
untouched, the Japanese also ventured 
the domain of film, photography, 
commercial arts, and video games. 


However, given the strong need to 
cater to the interests of the mass 
market, much of the themes seen in 
these art forms, although similarly 
pointing to the natural scenes in life, 
are less concerned with nature and 
more focused on the  urbanized 
lifestyles. Also, many of these works are 
already open not only to be consumed 
by the Japanese but by the rest of the 
world. 


While time changes people, ideas, 
and works, art remains standstill of 
moments in life that if not captured 
through the eyes of the Japanese 
might fleet and disappear through thin 
air as if it had never once passed.

In the Philippine culture, 
colors represent various ideas 
in many occasions including 
celebrations, dreams, and even 
in political campaigns, but one 
craze that needs you to bring 
color to its world are adult 
coloring books! 


True to its name, these coloring books are designed with the bored, stressed, 
and/or creative adults in need of an outlet. While coloring books are more 
popular among children, Johanna Basford started up the idea when she 
published Secret Garden: An Inky Treasure Hunt and Coloring Book in 2013 
after convincing her publisher that adults would enjoy this idea, and they do! 


Adult coloring books have the same goal as children's coloring books: just 
keep coloring! What makes the former stand out is the level of detail that the 
pictures have from the vines, flowers, trees, tattoos, hair, and various patterns. 
Although it might be tricky figuring out which colors would match or trying to 
color within the lines, the sense of achievement that this activity brings helps in 
taking anyone's mind off any issues he/she might have with the real world. 
Mixing and matching is also a way to express one’s creativity and channel his/her 


focus. 


Some of the popular ones available in local bookstores are Basford’s Secret 
Garden and Enchanted Forest, The Mindfulness Colouring Book: Anti-stress 
art therapy for busy people by Emma Farrarons, The Tattoo Colouring Book 
by Megamunden, and Color Me Calm: 100 Coloring Templates for Meditation 
and Relaxation by Lacy Mucklow and Angela Porter. In addition to these are 
some Asian coloring books like Fun and Joy Illust Coloring Book and 
Tomoko Tashiro's Fairy Tale Colouring Book. If that's enough to draw you in, 
interesting themes are also available such as one inspired by Game of Thrones, 
Benedict Cumberbatch, and Ryan Gosling.
